And whereas the Central Government, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 5 ofthe 
said Act, constituted vide notification of the Government of India in the Ministry ofHome Affairs number S.O. 1132 (E), 
dated the 19th December, 2000, the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Tribunal, consisting of Justice Shri Manmoban Sarin, 
Judge of Delhi High Court; 

And whereas the Central Government, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 4 of the 
said Act, referred the said notification to the said Tribunal on the 19th December, 2000, for the purpose of adjudicating 
whether or not there was sufficient cause for declaring the said association as unlawful; 

And whereas the said Tribunal, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of section 4 of the said Act, 
made an order on the 24th May, 2001 confirming the declaration made in the said notification;

ORDER 

The Central Government, vide its notification bearing No. S.O. 1051(E) dated 27-11-2000, in pursuance of the 
powers conferred under Section (3) of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967, declared the United Liberation Front 
of Asoam (hereinafter referred to as the “ULFA”) and the various wings thereof, to be an unlawful association on the 
ground that it has, as its professed aim, the “Liberation” of Assam from India through an armed struggle, in alliance with 
other armed secessibnist organisations of the North East Region. The grounds for declaring the ULFA and its wings as an 
unlawful association are set out, in detail, in the notification and shall be adverted to later in this order. 

The Central Government also invoked its powers under the proviso to Sub-section (3) of Section 3 of the 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act (hereinafter referred to as the Act), to direct that the notification shall have immediate 
effect from the date of its publication, subject to any order that may be made under Section 4 of the Act. 

Consequent upon the notification, referred to above, reference was made under Section 4 of the Act to this 
Tribunal constituted Vide notification bearing No. S.O. 1132(E) dated 19-12-2000 for adjudicating whether or not there 
is sufficient cause for declaring the ULFA as an unlawful association*. 

1. Notices were directed to be issued to the ULFA under sub-section (2) of Section 4 of the Act. It was directed 
that notices be served through the Daily National and local newspapers circulated and published in Assam as well as by 
broadcasting on radio and television. Notices were also directed to be served by pasting the same on the Notice Board 
of the office of each District Magistrate/Tehsildar at the Headquarters of the District or Tehsil, as feasible. 

2. Affidavit of service has been filed, averring that notices had been published in the “Dainik Assam”, “The 
Sentinel” and the “North East Times” on 23-1-2001. Notices are also reported to have been served on the activists of 
ULFA. It has also been broadcast in the news bulletin of the Doordarshan and All India Radio. Besides, it had been 
affixed in the office of the Deputy Commissioners and Superintendents of Police in the Districts. It has been displayed 
in the police stations and proclaimed by public announcement by beating of drums. 

3. Despite publication and service of notice, as aforesaid, to show cause in writing within 30 days, as to why 
ULFA should not be declared as an unlawful association, neither has anyone put in appearance on behalf of ULFA nor 
has any cause been shown by it or on its behalf. 

4. The Central Government has been represented by Mr. U. Hazarika, Advocate and the State of Assam has been 
represented by Mr, Vijay Hansaria, Advocate. 

5. In the notification dated 27-11-2000, the following grounds have been mentioned for the Central Government 
to form the opinion to declare the ULFA as an unlawful organisation: 

(i) indulged in various illegal and violent activities intended to disrupt the sovereignty and territorial 
integrity of India in furtherance of its objective of liberating Assam; 

(ii) aligned itself with other unlawful associations like the National Socialist Council of Nagaland to liberate 
Assam; 

(iii) in pursuance of its aims and objectives, engaged in several unlawful and violent activities during the 
currency of its declaration as an unlawful Association. 

The notification proceeds to state that the unlawful and violent activities included: 

(j) 357 violent and terrorist incidents which are attributed to the ULFA during the period from 27-11-1998 to 
30-6-2000; 

(iij indulging in a spate of extortion and secessionist activities, and endangering lives of innocent citizens, in 
addition to its acts of kidnapping for ransom; 
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(iii) embarking on a programme of restructuring its organisational network at grass root level by launching a 
quiet but systematic drive for recruitment of fresh cadres and revamping the district, anchalik and sakha 
committees, while continuing its terrorist and insurgency activities; 

(iv) publicity wing of the organization has remained active and has published clandestine leaflets, magazines 
highlighting the goal of the outfit, alleged exploitation by the Central Government and exhorting the 
people to join the so-called liberation struggle and thereby subverting their loyalties; 

(v) instructing its cadres to compile the list of police informers/govemment collaborators and to identify 
targets for retaliatory action against them; 

(vi) instructing the army wing of the ULFA to mingle with the common people and execute assigned tasks; 

(vii) established sanctuaries in neighbouring countries and has established a number of training camps in 
these countries. 

The Central Government waS^of the opinion that for the aforesaid reasons the activities of ULFA, were 
detrimental to sovereignty and integrity of India and it was declared to be an unlawful association. 

6 . The Central Government was also of the opinion that it was necessary to declare ULFA as an unlawful 
association with immediate effect to meet the sustained and increased violence committed by the ULFA against the 
police, the armed forces and the civilians. It was also necessery, inter alia, to have the declaration with immediate effect so 
as to prevent it from mobilizing its cadres for escalating the secessionist subversive and terrorist/violent activities. The 
Central Government was of the opinion that unless the declaration was made effective immediately, the ULFA would 
openly propagate anti-national activities in collusion with forces inimical to India’s sovereignty and integrity ULFA 
would procure more illegal arms and ammunitions from across the border. It would also use the opportunity for extortion 
and collection of fund and illegal taxes for supporting its unlawful activities. 

7. The Central Government has filed before the Tribunal a brief resume regarding the aims and objects and 
activities of ULFA. Affidavits by way of evidence has been filed on behalf of the Central Government by Mr. Jatinder Bir 
Singh, Director, Ministry of Home Affairs. On bchalfofthe state of Assam, Mr. G.K. Kalita, Joint Secretary, Government 
of Assam, has filed his affidavit by way of evidence. Affidavits by way of evidence have also been filed by S/s R. D. Baruah, 
Superintendent of Police, Special Operations Units, T. P. Singh, Superintendent of Police, Shiv Sagar District; Deepak 
Kumar, Superintendent of Police, Dibrugarh District; Mukesh Aggarwal, Superintendent of Police, Tinsukhia District, 
Anurag Tankha, Superintendent of Police, Nalbari District; M. P. Gupta, Superintendent of Police, Darrang District; A. G, 
Baruah, Superintendent of Police; and P. D. Goswami, Superintendent of Police, Government Railway Police. The state¬ 
ments of the deponents who had filed their affidavits were also recorded on 28-4-2001 at New Delhi and on, 19-5-2001 and 
21-5-2001 at Dibrugarh. 

8 . Mr Jatinder Bir Singh, in his affidavit by way of evidence and as orally recorded, has stated the aims and 
objectives of ULFA as per its constitution, to include : 

(a) to achieve sovereignty of Assam by armed revolution; 

(b) to safeguard the people and interest of Assam and its neighbouring lands, i.c. Nagaland, Manipur, 
Mizoram, Meghalaya, Arunachal Pradesh and Tripura; 

(c) to have full control over the revenue resources of Assam, such as, Oil and Natural Gas, Forests, etc. 

(d) to gain public support against Indian and Non-Indian exploitation; 

(e) to stand up against any suppression and repression of the Assamese masses; 

(f) to fight against forces of common and specific interest; 

(g) to open the field of discussion and understanding for political support with foreign countries in 
conformity with the aims and objectives of the ULFA for achieving their goal and design. 

(h) to exchange thoughts and mutual help with the countries having identical thoughts, ideology and political 
notions. 

A copy of the constitution of ULFA has been produced on record. 

9. It has been shown by evidence that ULFA was banned as an unlawful organisation with effect from 27-11-1990 
for professing the aim of liberating Assam from India, indulging in illegal and violent activities to disrupt the sovereignty 
and integrity of India and to create a sense of insecurity amongst the people, extoring money, committing murders of 
political leaders, police officials, businessmen and others, indulging in threats, intimidation, kidnapping of people, snatching 
of fire arms, forcible occupation of lands and extorting tax illegally. Despite the ban having continued since 27-11-1990 
and the declaration having been upheld by the successive Tribunals, there has been increased violence committed by 
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the ULFA against the police, the armed forces and civilians, which necessitated the declaration of ULFA as an unlawful 
association with immediate effect. It has been brought on record that during the last ban period from 27.11.1998 to 3 0,6.2000, 
the ULFA indulged in 357 instances of violence, killing 172 persons, injuring 156 and kidnapping 49 persons. The instances 
include attacks on political leaders, para-military forces, police, kidnapping of government officials and businessmen for 
ransom. 

Annexure-I to the affidavit listed the major incidents of crimes committed by the ULFA, The affidavit also disclosed 
that ULFA had established close nexus with Pakistan ISI through Bangladesh officials and several of its cadres were being 
trained in Pakistan, Pakistan occupied Kashmir and at Pak-Afghan border. Besides, the leaders of the ULFA were taking 
shelter in Bangladesh and Bhutan to evade arrest and there were reports of camps having been set up in Bhutan, Myanmar 
and Bangladesh for training of new cadres and conducting operations in Assam. The Chairman of ULFA had written to the 
Chairman of the National Socialist Council of Nagaland about the ULFA cadres undergoing training at the latter’s base area 
with a request to provide them with advice .and guidance. The Chairman of ULFA had also, in its fortnightly newsletter, 
called for boycott of Independence Day and also called upon other terrorist and secessionist organisations to cut across 
their own affiliations and for a joint campaign to what was termed as “liberating the people from Indian colonial occupation." 

10 . The affidavit filed by ShriAshok Kalita also produced a copy ofthe constitution of ULFA. It also gave details 
of the incidents of violence and crimes from 27-11-1998 to 26-11-2000, indulged in by ULFA and its cadres, resulting in 
murder and killing of 222 persons, 53 kidnapping and 32 cases of snatching of arms. 

Annexure A-2 to the affidavit gives the particulars and descriptions of the incidents. Annexure A-3 gives the 
gist ofthe major incidents. The major incidents from June 2000 show increased attacks on police, army personnel. On 
25-8-2000 ULFA militants caused a mine explosion, resulting in death of 2 CRPF personnel and injuries being sustained 
by 5 as well as death of persons who had been arrested and were being escorted. 

On 22-10-2000 ULFA militants shot a businessman in public bazar. Subsequently they resorted to indiscriminate 
firing resulting in injuries and death to several members ofthe public. In other incident on 20.10.2000, ULFA activists fired 
and gunned down lOBiharis. Yet another incident on 16-11-2000 ULFA activists entered ahouse and fired indiscriminately, 
resulting in death of 7 persons on the spot. The above incident demonstrate the increased violence and the capability 
of ULFA to strike at will to cause panic and insecurity. 

11. The affidavit, has also produced copies of the demand notices and ransom notes. It may also be noted that 
the Chairman of ULFA, Arbinda Rajkhowa had appealed to the Assamese armymen to leave the battlefield during the 
Kargil Operations. 

12. The affidavit by way of evidence of Mr. R. D.Baruah, Superintendent of Police, Special Operations Unit, has 
disclosed the setting up of training camps in Bangladesh, Mynamar and Bhutan by UI.FA, from where they arc adopting the 
tactics of hit and run. 

13. S/s.T.P. Singh, Superintendent of Police, Shiv Sagar District, Aw/4; DeepakKumar, Superintendent of Police, 
Dibrugarh District AW/5; Mukesh Aggarwal, Superintendent of Police, Tinsukhia District, AW/6.; Anurag Tankha, 
Superintendent of Police, Nalbari District, AW/7; M.P. Gupta, Superintendent of Police, Darrang District, AW/R; A G. 
Baruah, Superintendent of Police, AW/9; and P.D. Goswami, Superintendent of Police, Government Railway Police, 
AW/1 o’ have deposed before the Tribunal with regard to the various cases that were registered within their respective 
jurisdictions, relating to murders, kidnappings, explosions, ransom, blowing up of bridges, etc. The Superintendents of 
Police, during their depositions, were examined by die Tribunal to ascertain and satisfy itself regarding the involvement 
and responsibility of the ULFA for the said crimes. The said deponents, in support of their assertion of perpetration of 
crimes and unlawful acts by ULFA cadres, referred to the case diaries and the statements of informers and complainants. 
In some cases, it was pointed out, that the manner of crime, modus operandi and use of weapons additionally demonstrated 
the involvement of ULFA. 

14. shri Anurag Tankha, Superintendent of Police, Nalbari, deposed regarding the indiscriminate firing by ULFA 
extremists on Diwali revellers on 27-10-2000. In this incident, nine persons had died on the spot and seven injured, out of 
which one succumbed later. 

Mr. Anurag Tankha also deposed about Case No.61/2000, in which a powerful bomb had exploded under the 
ambassador car of PWD Minister, Nagen Sharma, resulting in the death ofthe Minister and four others. 

Similarly, Mr. A. J. Baruah, Superintendent of Police, deposed with regard to the blasting of the vehicle in which S. 
1 Jiten Phukon was travelling. Six police personnel and four civilians had died in this incident. S J. Jiten Phukon is stated to 
have been vigorously investigating and proceedings against ULFA and the Central Committee of ULFA had given directions 
for his elimination and, hence, the aforesaid incident. 
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15. From the aforesaid affidavits as well as the oral and documentary evidence brought on record, it is seen that 
ULFA, which was formed sometime in the year 1979, has been maintaining close liaison with unlawful associations and is 
acting to fulfil its main aim and objective, as per its Constitution, to liberate the State of Assam from the Indian Republic 
through armed struggle and to achieve the aforesaid objective by committing the unlawful activities mentioned in the 
notification and evidence with regard to which has been led before the Tribunal, In the absence of denial of any of the 
allegations made in the affidavits filed on behalf of the Central Government and the State of Assam and the affidavits of the 
Superintendents of Police of various districts of Assam, who have also orally deposed with regard of cases under their 
Jurisdiction, there is no reason to doubt the credibility of the version placed before the Tribunal. 

J 6, Various incidents of murder, killing, kidnapping ransom and extortion are being indulged into by ULFA cadres 
to achieve the object of sovereignty of Assam by armed revolution. The violent and illegal activities by ULFA are intended 
to create terror and a deep sense of insecurity amongst people, especially those who are either opposed to or do not extend 
support to the objectives and methods employed by ULFA, It is further proved that ULFA has been inciting people, in 
general, against the Union of India and the Constitution of India and committing murders, kidnappings for ransom, disrupting 
life, extorting money and forgetting the police personnel and security forces, Despite the ban on ULFA there has been no 
let up in its lawful activities. Rather there has been an increase in attacks against Army, Police and security forces. 
Intelligence reports reveal establishment of bases in Bhutan and training by Pakistan ISI. 17 Pakistan 1ST activists are stated 
to have been arrested by Assam Police. The opinion of Central Government in these facts and circumstances was fully 
justified that the declaration of ULFA as an unlawful Association with immediate effect was necessary to prevent large 
scale illegal and violent terrorist activities, regrouping of its cadres and acquisition of large scale anus etc. 

17. In view of the evidence on record, I am satisfied that there is sufficient cause for declaring ULFA to be unlawful 
association by the Notification No. S.0.1051 (E) dated 27-11 -2000, in pursuance of the powers conferred under Section (3) 
of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967. Accordingly the declaration made by the Government of India in the said 
notification is hereby confirmed. It is also held that fact and circumstances existed for invpking the power under proviso to 
sub-section (3) of Section 3 for the notification to be made applicable with immediate effect from 27-11 -2000.
